By a vote of 9 to 1, the Student Senate 
passed a motion to loan up to $ 30,000 to 
the ASSSC Child (are Center. The action, 
taken last Wednesday, came after about 
an hour of discussion at the Senate 
meeting and much work by many people 
who want to see a child care center on 
campus 

Discussed at the meeting were three 
motions concerning proposed objectives 
ef the center brought up and passed by 
the Board of Fiscal Matters. The Board 
recommended to the Senate that the 
center be established and that it be set up 
as an executive board and operated on a 
self-supporting basis 

The second motion the Board 
recommended was the the Student 
Association Manager, John Krier, be 
authorized to transfer on a loan basis an 
amount not to exceed $30,000 to be used 
to purchase and install building facilities 
This amount of money wil! come from the 
ASSSC General Reserve Fund and will 
not involve state funds 

This amount will be paid back on a 
yearly basis from the amount budgeted to 
the Executive Board that will be set up 
The Executive Board makes policy, 1s in 
charge of the operation, etc 

The third motion suggested by the 
Board was that the student association 
manager be authorizied to make the 
contract for the building subject to the 
approval of the Chancellors Office and 
the Trustees 

One building has been 
chosen for the center It is a modular 
building, similar to the temporary 
buildings alread 
However, it hasn't been de ided upon 
yet 

The building that is eventually used wil 
be purchased outright with the amount 
allocated by the senate act) Buying the 
building rather than paving ir 
installments is much cheaper in the long 


run as there would be no interest rates ti 


pay 

At the senate meeting William Dillon, 
associate professor of government and 
faculty advisor to the senate, voiced his 
reservations about the center. He said 
that his wife had called some of the day 
care centers listed in the phone book and 
found that most of those she called had 
vacancies. He wondered why the college 
should duplicate services available in the 
community and commit the senate and 
future senates to a $30,000 expenditure 
for only 50 children 

Mrs. Margaret McKoane, assistant dean 
of student activities, pointed out that she 
felt it would be desirable to be able to 
provide a cheap quality center tor 
students It would also provide 
experience and opportunity for education 
and home economics majors 

To make the center self-supporting on 4 
day-to-day basis, a fee of $50 per month 
per child will be charged. This will go to 
pay the staff, for food and care of the 
children 

Because the day-to-day operations of 
the center must be on a self-sustaining

level, parents who are unable to pay will 
not be able to place thew children in the 
center. Income of students will be a 
factor in allowing children to be placed in 
the center. This is mainly for students 
who really need such a service and can’t 
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afford higher community rates 

Many people have been working toward 
a day care center for quite a while Mrs 
McKoane, student Tina Saed, faculty 
wives, sororities and others have all 
worked for the center in different

World Peace Strategy 


Alternative to disaster 


Th iders of th stions are s \ {of th i f thei 
resp v S 4 mu j I itical stems th have 
concentrated on the science of death to defend th systems. As a 
result, the science of death now far outstrips the science of Living. This 
leaves the world divided into hostile blocs teetering on the edge of 
indescribable destruction 

There is no sign that any major nation will voluntarily adopt the 


position of the opposition. This means that the only avenue to peace is 
through a non-partisan program that all will seek of their own accord 
ae program that fits these specifications. It is the effort to 
bring the science ae living abreast the science of death 
Wer propose, refore, that the advancement of the science of living 
be made — ‘aes objective of all nations during the next 
twenty-five years. This is a wise and logical move that will progessively 
lift the perspective and understanding of the people of the world until 
the current ideological conflict will seem quite irrelevant. The nations 
will need to take five steps to implement this proposal 

he first step: The adoption by the nations of 4 moratorium on war, 
propaganda, subversion and perparation for war 

The second step: The creation of a department of peace within each 
government, Among its many duties, this department will handle the 
transition to a peace-oriented society. It will provide work on 
constructive enterprises rather than military goods. This can bethe 
beginning of prosperity via peace 

The third step: The f 
every community This will be an inc 
organization in which people of a! 
furtherance of the science of 

The fourth step: The acceleration 
There is mounting evidence that man is on the verge of important 
breakthroughs in human understanding that will bring marked 
improvement to every phase of his life. Some of the projects in our 
preliminary life and peace research show such promise that they should 
have high priority in the next stage of the undertaking. They are: (1)

The fifth step: Test the data coming from the basic research for its

In the preliminary life and peace research project, all theorietical 
insights and concepts were tested as quickly as possible for their 
practical uses. This tend J to keep the theoretical and practical phases 
f the project in balance. Each profited from the other. This dual 


research process demonstrated that the a way to improve the quality 
of the life of man is by making an intensive study of his nature and 
needs and then tailoring society to fit his special requirements. Out of 
this joint process there emerged new patterns for the life of man, and 
new concepts for the community, the nation and the world which were 
developed in detail. 


WORLD PEACE STRATEGY 


The original life and peace research project gradually evolved a new 
approach to human affairs which came to be cailed “The California 
Plan for Peace.” It was called the Cal Plan, not only because it 
originated in the state of California, but because it was apparent that an 
undertaking of such magnitude would require the support of ‘he people 
of the whole state if it were to get underway and make a real i: ipact in 
world affairs 

This program has the advantage of being a completely impartial, 
non-partisan effort to improve the life of man. [It demands no disloyalty 
on the part of anyone. The goal is not to undermine any system, but to 
help each culture and system realize their ultimate objectives. It 
assumes on the basis of very considerable evidence that if the nations 
advance the science of living they will do more than improve the life of 
their citizens-they wil! find in the end that they are much closer

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California state colleges 


to consider eco curriculum 


Curriculum implications for the 

California State Colleges in the 
areas of ecology and 
environmental sciences will be 
considered Dec. 10-11 ‘by 
representatives from the 
19-campus system 

The meeting—the first of its kind 
to be conducted by the state 
colleges—is an Invitational 
Workshop on Curriculum 
Development in Ecology and 
Related Environmental Sciences 
It will be held at the Newporter 
Inn in Newport Beach 

‘‘The proper relationship of 
human life and learning to the 
complex environment in which we 
exist has become a major concern 
of our civilization Chancellor 
Glenn S. Dumke stated 

“The California State Colleges 
must--as realistically as 
possible—sort out the curricular 
implications, in order to identify 
ongoing academic and 
professional needs, in terms 
both genera! -ducation and degre« 
majors.” 

Dr. Gerhard Friedrich, State 
College Dean of Academic 
Planning, said discussions at the 

ikshop will be directed toward 
establishing omplementary 
patterns of curriculum on 
campuses 

“Many of the state colleges are 
already actively involved in this 
rapidly emerging area of learning, 


and several of them have become 
leaders in this field,” Dr. Friedrich 
said 

in addition to faculty and 
academic planners from the state 
colleges, the workshop will 
include speakers from industry 
and from state and federal 
agencies knowledgeable in fields 
of pollution control and 
conservation 

Among these are Stanley 
Stevenson, supervisor, Cleveland 
National Forest; Dr. Albert 
Bockian, supervising physicist, 
California Air Resources Board; 
Henry Trobitz, Timberland 
manager, Simpson Timber 
Company, and Dr. Williem 
Garman, vice-president, 
Occidental Chemical Company. 
Topics to be considered include 
education and training of 
cologists and environmental 
scientists, general education im 
ecology and environmental 
sciences, interrelationships 
between science and the 
humanities and employment 
possibilities in environmental 
areas 

Much of the workshop activity 
will take place in panel and small 
group discussions. The outcomes 
of these workshops will be 
presented at a concluding session 
the afternoon ui Dec. 11 
Approximately 50 participants 
are expected

TAOS PUEBLO. NM. (AP) 
Hundreds of nature-worshiping 
Indians gave tearful thanks in a 
Christian church for the 
preservation of their sacred Blue 
Lake 

Their reaction to the 
precedent-setting Congressiona 
decision Wednesday awaruing 
them title to the lake and 48,000 


surrounding acres in Cars¢ 
National Forest was a study in the 
dual religious attitudes the 
area 

The Indians say the land and 
lake are sacred to their ancient 
native religion. But most of them 
also worship at the tiny, adche 


Roman Catholic church near Taos 


Pueblo, built by the early Spanish 
missionaries 
They see no conflict and have 


been practicing both religions for 
many years 

A 70-12 vote by the Senate sent 
the landmark bill to President 
Nixon, who had given the Taos 
case his endorsement in his Indian 
affairs message to Congress July & 
The Taos, who number about 
1,800, have lived around Blue 
Lake since the 14th century. But 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
appropriated the land in 1906 for 
the Carson National Forest, and 
the Indians had since occupied it 
only on 4 permit basis 

They had long complained of 
incursions by tourists and hunters 


and refused cash compensation 
for the land 

Juan De Jesus Romero 
90-year-old spiritual leader of the 
Taos, was in Washington for the 
vote and afterward thanked 
Congress in his native tongue for 


‘restoring our Indian religion and 
our Indian lives.”’
